The meeting, scheduled for Nov. 23, 
will be aimed prima rily at establishing 
so me means to allow^arian c^ in the 
zoning reg ulation s Jn much the same 
way the County Board of Zoning Appeals 
does. ~ " ■■ 

*For the second meeting in a row last 
night, council was asked to permit a 
beauty shop in a residential area. The . 
city zoning ordinance already permits a 
one-chair beaiity shop in a home with no 
zoning changes required, but in both in¬ 
stances, the petitioners wanted more 
than one chair—and, therefore, were 
obligated to seek a change in the zoning. 

In both cases, the neighbors were not 
at all opposed to a be^iuty shop; in fact, 
Mary Little presented a petition last 
night signed by 152 business owners and 
residents from the area on Paulding 
Road where she wants to open a two- 
chair beauty shop. 

Yet, because there is no legal way for 
the city to allow a beauty shop in a resi-‘ 
dential zone, Mrs. Little had to,Ask for a 


zone change—to a B-l-A, which also per¬ 
mits a variety of other uses such as gro¬ 
ceries, toy shops, drug stores, taxi 
stands, record shops, florists and tea 
rooms. 

Council members said they recognize 
there is a problem. First, they don’t 
want to spot zone, which means permit¬ 
ting a commercial zoned lot in the midst 
of a residential area. And, second, they 
realize a beauty shop is not at all like a 
grocery in terms of the traffic it gener¬ 
ates and the changes it brings to the 
neighborhood. 

Mrs. Little offered to write a restric¬ 
tive covenant into the deed of the house 
she plans to buy at 1821 Paulding Road 
so the zoning would revert to residential 
if she sells the property. But the council 
members explained there is no legal way 
to enforce those types of promises, which 
could be lost in legal papers. 

Councilman Donald Schmidt wondered 
why the Plan Commission couldn’t make 
some kind of notation on its maps if vari¬ 
ances or covenants were permitted. 

He strongly suggested council “take 
the bull by the horns” and draft legisla¬ 
tion to permit variances because, two 
years ago, the Plan Commission was 
asked to revise the zoning codes, but has 
not done so. 


His suggestion was modified by other 
council members to provide for a meet¬ 
ing with Co mm^i^ j^^^rman^hari^
